The following is a brief history of the case: 

He enlisted Feb. 1915. Was relieved of Third Year ex- 
aminations, also of supplemental examination in Trigonometry of 
the First Year. Returned on leave, registered in Oct. 1916 for 
Fourth Year. He went to Camp Borden after registering, where he 
stayed for about two weeks, then returned to take up his work. 
Presented a certificate that his leave expired Jan. lst, 1917 
and asked to be granted his Fourth Year and degree without fur- 
ther examination. Council granted standing for the first term and 
said they would further consider his case when he returned to 
pursue the course. Feb. lst wrote the Council stating that he 
has been accepted as a member of the 228th Railway Construction 
Battalion and expected to leave Feb. 7th, and asked to be given 
his degree. Council decided to give him credit for attendance 
and fees paid up to that date and stated that they would further 
consider his case on his return or at such time as he was relieved 
of military duties. April 24th when on his way to Halifax to go 
overseas he wrote asking that his case be re-opened and the 
degree granted. The Council re-affirmed its former action. 

Oct. lst, 1917, another letter was received from him in France 
again asking that his case be re-opened and he was again informed 


that the Council adhered to its former decision. Dec. 7th, 1917, 
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letter was received asking that the Council prescribe a thesis on 
some subject dealing with construction and that upon submitting 
this it would be accepted as fulfilling the reauirements for 
the degree. This the Council declined to do and he was notified 
that they adhered to the decision given,namely that his case would 
be re-opened when he returned to pursue his course. 

Regarding the statement in his letter, “I enquired from 
my instructors in the fourth year and they all assured me that 
my work was satisfactory and that according to their way of 
thinking my degree would be granted," I have taken the trouble 
to enquire of everyone who had to do with his work. Mr. Marshall 
thinks that he possibly said that as far as he was concerned he 
had no complaint to make of his work when Gage asked him if he would 
recommend him for his degree. Apart from that one remark his 
Statement is quite untrue as well as unthinkable. Members of 
the staff do not on any occasion undertake to speak for the 
Council. His statement also as to the enquiry from the heads 
of departments is like the other, quite untrue. He was given 
no assurances whatever from any source except as he sought to 
possibly construe the remarks of one or two. 

As to hia being ordered overseas, at that time he was 


asked to produce proof of such orders but was quite unable to 
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furnish the evidence. As far as the Council could judge he left 
on his own account, trusting to get something when he got to 
England, as he could not give proof of appointment to any branch 
of the service when he left. 

The decision of the Council was perfectly unanimous and 
was reached upon the recommendation of those who had most to do 
with him. He has on every occasion heen given just as fair 
treatment as any man who has gone into the service. 

Letter is returned herewith. I shall be glad to discuss
